SYNOPSIS: 


On December 19, 2020, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) force roll-out team, 
comprised of Sergeant Andy Ruiz, Sergeant Michael Rose, and Lieutenant Deryl 
Walker II, responded to South Los Angeles Station regarding a deputy involved 
hit shooting where the suspect was deceased. 


IAB Lieutenant Walker II advised that the South Los Angeles Station on-duty 
watch commander took reasonable steps to ensure the involved employees and 
witness personnel did not discuss the incident amongst themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by Homicide investigators. In 
addition, IAB Lieutenant Walker II confirmed the involved and witness personnel 
gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the 
assigned investigators. 


Detective Sergeant Paul Cardella, 4M and Deputy Quilmes Rodriguez, 

under the supervision of Lieutenant Derrick Alfred, from the 
Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed 
control of the shooting investigation. For further information regarding the 
shooting investigation refer to the Homicide Bureau casebook under URN #020- 
10888-0381-013 [Exhibit A]. 


SUMMARY: 
On December 19, 2020, South Los Angeles Station deputies responded to a call 


for service of two gunshot victims down in the street, incident number SLA20354- 
0111 [Miscellaneous Documents], and voiced audio of call [Exhibit B, Radio 
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Traffic, 111]. The call was updated over the radio that one of the victims was in 
possession of a firearm. 


Deputy Kevin Honea, a a Gonzalez, ie. Ji 
a 


Unit 31D), Deputy Blake Corrigan, nd Deputy Manuel Ibarra, 

(PM shift, Unit 31B) along with Deputy Eric Chappell, oa Deputy Jorge 
Ortiz, en. shift, Unit 31) were assigned to the call. Deputies Chappell 
and Ortiz were the handling unit. 


As Deputies Honea and Gonzalez arrived on scene, they were directed to a 
residence at EEE street by several citizens standing on 104" Street. 
Deputies Honea observed Suspect Arreola at the rear of the driveway at the 
location, holding a firearm in his hand. Deputy Honea immediately informed 
Deputy Gonzalez. Suspect Arreola was positioned behind a large flowerpot, 
which was between the wall of the residence and a parked vehicle in the 
driveway. They gave Suspect Arreola several verbal commands to put the 
firearm down, but Suspect Arreola did not comply. 


Simultaneously, Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra located Sergio Becerra on Burin 
Avenue just north of 104" Street. Sergio Becerra appeared to be injured by 
gunshot wounds as he laid motionless on the ground and held a firearm. 


Deputies Chappell, Ortiz, and Ibarra responded to 

Deputy Chappell joined Deputy Gonzalez who was positioned east of the 
driveway adjacent to the front residence. Deputy Honea took cover behind the 
parked vehicle in the driveway. Deputies Ortiz and Ibarra positioned themselves 
on the sidewalk near a fence just west of the driveway. Deputy Ortiz took over 
radio transmission responsibilities. 


As Deputy Ortiz broadcasted additional information regarding their location, a 
gunshot was heard. Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, and Chappell noticed Suspect 
Arreola had pointed a firearm in their direction prior to hearing the gunshot and 
all three deputies returned fire. Deputy Ortiz broadcasted a deputy involved 
shooting occurred. 


Deputy Corrigan arrived at the location. The deputies noticed Suspect Arreola 
moved behind the flowerpot with the firearm still pointed in their direction and a 
second deputy involved shooting occurred. 


Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, Chappell, and Corrigan formulated a plan to safely 
retreat out of the driveway while Deputy Ortiz provided cover. As Deputies 
Honea, Gonzalez, Chappell, and Corrigan backed out of the driveway, Deputy 
Ortiz noticed Suspect Arreola raised to his knees and reached for something at 
his side. Deputy Ortiz ordered Suspect Arreola to get back down on the ground; 
however, Suspect Arreola raised his right hand and pointed a firearm at Deputy 
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Ortiz. Upon seeing the firearm, Deputy Ortiz fired one round at Suspect Arreola. 
Suspect Arreola immediately fell to the ground. 


Deputies waited a few moments to see if Suspect Arreola moved again. After 
Suspect Arreola remained still for a few minutes, Deputies Ortiz, Honea, 
Chappell, Gonzalez, Ibarra, and Corrigan quickly formulated a contact team to 
approach Suspect Arreola to render aid and to check on the welfare of the 
occupants of the residences. 


Sergeant Juan Galvez, Z: -- on scene and provided the contact 
team with a ballistic shield. The deputies briefed Sergeant Galvez on their plan 
and within a few minutes, they approached Suspect Arreola. Suspect Arreola 
appeared to be deceased due to several gunshot wounds to his body. Two 
firearms were discovered in the flowerpot next to Suspect Arreola as well as a 
broken ammunition magazine, which was on the ground next to Suspect Arreola. 


The contact team checked on the welfare of the occupant of the rear residence, 
later identified as Witness A Witness i not sustain 
any injuries. A check of the occupants of the front residence confirmed no one 
was injured. Witness] as allowed to join his in the front 
residence. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department Engine #18 personnel under the 
supervision of Captain Murray responded and assessed the condition of Suspect 
Arreola. Paramedic Bailey pronounced Suspect Arreola deceased at 1911 
hours. An autopsy of Suspect Arreola was performed by Deputy Medical 
Examiner Dr. Abubakr Marzouk who found the cause of death was multiple 
gunshot wounds, Coroner's #2020-11971 [Exhibit F]. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of 
Suspect Arreola by Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, Chappell, Corrigan, and Ortiz. In 
their letter of opinion [Exhibit E], dated September 30, 2021, Head Deputy 
District Attorney Alan Yochelson concluded Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, 
Chappell, Corrigan, and Ortiz acted lawfully in self-defense and in defense of 
others when they used deadly force against Moises Arreola.

EQUIPMENT WORN ON PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Honea was dressed in a long sleeve, tan and green, Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department Class “A” uniform. The uniform had a Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department patch on each shoulder. A gold, star-shaped badge bearing 
“Los Angeles County Deputy Sheriff’ was affixed to the left side of his chest. A 
gold name tag bearing “Honea” was fastened to the right uniform pocket. A 
handheld radio microphone was secured to his front lapel with a wired earpiece 
in his left ear.

Suspect Arreola sustained seven gunshot wounds. One gunshot entered his 
forehead left of the anterior midline with no indication of an exit wound. One 
gunshot entered the lateral surface of his right shoulder with no indication of an 
exit wound. One gunshot entered the anterior surface of his right arm with no 
indication of an exit wound. One through and through gunshot wound on his 
right forearm.

Additionally, microscopic comparisons were conducted on a fired bullet and a 
9mm Luger caliber case, and both were eliminated as having been fired from the 
Taurus firearm. No other recovered fired bullet evidence was examined as the 
items exhibited different class characteristics [Exhibit I, Firearms Laboratory 
Examination Report, Supplemental Report]. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Bullet strikes were documented at the exterior stucco of the fireplace and on the 
concrete driveway. 


Bullet holes were documented in a wood banister, in the front door and door 
frame, in a bedroom window and curtain also on the concrete stairs. Bullet strikes 
were documented on the exterior stucco, on the concrete stairs and on the front 
door threshold. Bullet damage was also observed in a grey Toyota Camry, CA 
license plate parked southbound at the south end of the driveway.

BODY WORN CAMERAS: 


At the time of this incident, South Los Angeles Station had not been issued body 
worn cameras. 


VIDEO SURVEILLANCE RECORDINGS: 

The deputy involved shooting was not captured on video surveillance. Crime 
scene photographs depict a “Ring” doorbell camera; however, Homicide 
investigators confirmed the camera was inoperable at the time of the incident. 
STATEMENTS: 

The following is a summary of the recorded interviews of the involved employees 
and witnesses’ statement to IAB investigators. For additional information and 
precise wording, refer to attached verbatim transcripts and/or audio files. 
INVOLVED EMPLOYEES’ STATEMENTS 

DEPUTY KEVIN HONEA 

On April 19, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Honea at the IAB office 


in the city of Commerce. Deputy Honea was represented by Attorney Bill 
Hadden. 
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On December 19, 2020, Deputy Honea was assigned as Unit 31D / PM shift with 
his partner, Deputy Daniel Gonzalez. Deputy Honea was the driver. Deputies 
Honea and Gonzalez had been radio car partners for approximately six years. 


Deputies Honea and Gonzalez responded to a call for service which involved two 
gunshot victims at 104" Street and Firmona Avenue in the city of Lennox, the 
unincorporated area of Inglewood. While enroute to the location, South Los 
Angeles station dispatch personne! updated the information on the call to advise 
one of the victims was down on the street with a firearm. 


They drove southbound on Hawthorne Boulevard and turned westbound onto 
104" Street. They saw numerous pedestrians pointing westbound on 104!" 
Street. Firmona Avenue was two blocks west of their location. Deputy Honea 
drove westbound and when he arrived at Firmona Avenue, Deputies Honea and 
Gonzalez did not see anything out of the ordinary. The area appeared to be 
business as usual and there was no indication a shooting had just occurred. 


Deputy Honea drove eastbound on 104" Street toward the crowd he saw near 
Hawthorne Boulevard and 104'" Street. Deputy Honea stopped his patrol vehicle 
just west of Hawthorne Boulevard. The crowd of approximately one dozen 
people frantically pointed to a residence which was directly behind their patrol 
vehicle on the south side of 104* Street. Deputy Honea turned the patrol vehicle 
around and parked it westbound near the residence where people in the crowd 
pointed toward. Deputy Honea did not know what was going on but based on the 
actions of the crowd, Deputies Honea and Gonzalez felt the residence needed 
their attention. 


Deputy Gonzalez contacted the crowd of people who spoke Spanish and 
attempted to ascertain information. Meanwhile, Deputy Honea walked toward 
the residence. At that time, Deputies Honea nor Gonzalez used their handheld 
radio to broadcast updated information. 


Given the nature of the call, Deputy Honea thought there could be a gunshot 
victim at the residence and approached to see if he could render aid. Deputy 
Honea walked up the curtilage of the driveway 2 TT Ther: 
were multiple residences on the lot. The front residence was to the east. Deputy 
Honea saw a brick wall which formed a courtyard then a long concrete driveway 
which extended to the rear of the property. The driveway was poorly lit with 
pockets of darkness and other areas well-illuminated by Christmas lights. At the 
end of the driveway, there was a parked vehicle and a separate rear residence. 
There was a flowerpot near the driver's side front bumper of the vehicle parked in 
the driveway. The flowerpot was approximately three feet wide and 18-20 inches 
tall. The flowerpot had a large and bushy palm-like tree in the flowerpot. 


As Deputy Honea walked down the driveway, he kept in mind the broadcast 
which stated one of the victims had a firearm and unholstered his firearm. 
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Deputy Honea did not know who was on the property, so he walked at the high- 
ready position and looked around for signs of blood or a noticeable body keeled 
over and listened for the sounds of anyone screaming. 


Deputy Honea was approximately 20 feet into the drivevvay and noticed the 
driveway became narrow. When Deputy Honea was ha fway down the driveway 
near the parked vehicle, he noticed someone moved around low to the ground 
between the concrete flowerpot and the front bumper of the vehicle. Deputy 
Honea did not know if the person was a victim or a suspect nor did he know if the 
person was armed. In the dimly lit area, it was hard for Deputy Honea to tell if 
the person was on their hands and knees crawling or if the person was crouched 
down. 


Deputy Honea stopped his advancement one vehicle length behind a parked 
vehicle. Erring on the side of caution, Deputy Honea activated his mounted light 
on his firearm and immediately gave commands for the person to show his hands 
and to drop the gun. At this point, Deputy Honea had not seen a gun. 


Immediately after giving commands, Deputy Honea heard a male voice say, 
“Fuck you. | don't give a fuck. Let's fucking do this!” Deputy Honea noticed 
Suspect Arreola raised up from the left side of the flowerpot, extend one of his 
arms and pointed something at him. As Deputy Honea’s mounted light 
illuminated the object in Suspect Arreola’s hand, Deputy Honea saw the crown of 
a pistol barrel pointed at him. Deputy Honea immediately sidestepped toward his 
right and got behind a parked vehicle in the driveway which was out of Suspect 
Arreola’s line of sight. Deputy Honea yelled, “He's got a gun! He’s got a gun!” 


Deputy Honea heard Deputy Gonzalez acknowledge his warning, but Deputy 
Honea did not remember what Deputy Gonzalez said to acknowledge the 
warning. Based on the where Deputy Gonzalez’ voice came from, Deputy Honea 
knew Deputy Gonzalez was about ten feet behind him to the left. Deputy Honea 
used his handheld radio to transmit emergent radio traffic to advised SCC they 
had a suspect detained at gunpoint. Deputy Honea requested additional units to 
respond to their location. 


IAB Note: Deputy Honea later found out his emergent radio traffic 
did not broadcast; however, he stated throughout the 
incident, he heard someone else put out radio traffic. 


Using a parked vehicle in the driveway as cover, Deputy Honea positioned 
himself approximately one vehicle length away from the vehicle along the 
passenger side. Deputy Honea knew Suspect Arreola was low to the ground and 
if Suspect Arreola was to shoot at Deputy Honea, the round would have to travel 
through the outside driver's side of the vehicle, through the trunk and travel an 
additional vehicle car length to reach him. Deputy Honea had to crouch down as 
low as he could due to his height (Six feet-two inches) to avoid being a target. 
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Deputy Honea did not attempt to look over the vehicle to see Suspect Arreola out 
of fear he would get his “head shot off.” 


Deputies Honea and Gonzalez held Suspect Arreola at gunpoint and yelled, 
“drop the gun”, “let me see your hands”, “put the gun down”. Suspect Arreola 
yelled back at the deputies, “fuck you”, | don’t give a fuck”, “let's fucking do this”, 
“let's go”, “let's go right now.” 


Deputy Honea heard a single gunshot come from the direction of Suspect 
Arreola. Deputy Honea believed Deputy Gonzalez was Suspect Arreola’s target. 
If Suspect Arreola had fired toward Deputy Honea, Deputy Honea would have 
heard the round hit the vehicle or pass over his head. Out of fear for Deputy 
Gonzalez’ safety and to stop the threat, Deputy Honea immediately fired eight to 
ten rounds from his firearm toward Suspect Arreola through the back window of 
the parked vehicle. 


IAB Note: Deputy Honea indicated in his Homicide interview that 
he was approximately 30 feet away from Suspect 
Arreola when he fired his rounds. 


Though the incident happened quickly, Deputy Honea was conscious of his 
position as he fired his weapon. He did not want to make a critical error and step 
to his left to get a better target acquisition of Suspect Arreola. Doing so would 
have placed Deputy Honea in the line of fire from Suspect Arreola and Deputy 
Gonzalez. Deputy Honea knew Deputy Gonzalez was to his left and fired rounds 
at Suspect Arreola. Deputy Honea chose to fire through the back window of the 
parked car. 


Deputy Honea’s backdrop behind Suspect Arreola was a concrete raised slab 
and three or four concrete steps which lead to a concrete landing. The angle in 
which Deputy Honea fired would have the trajectory of the rounds travel through 
the vehicle and downward. The rounds would have either penetrated Suspect 
Arreola or impacted the solid concrete. Deputy Honea did not know if Suspect 
Arreola fired additional rounds while he and Deputy Gonzalez fired rounds in 
Suspect Arreola’s direction. 


There was a ten to fifteen second lull in the gunfight. Deputy Honea conducted a 
reload. Other deputies arrived at the location and took cover near Deputy 
Gonzalez. Deputy Honea was exposed in the driveway and knew he was ina 
bad spot. Deputy Honea and the other deputies formulated a tactical plan to 
have Deputy Honea move to a better position of cover. Deputies Honea, 
Gonzalez and the other deputies decided the best position for Deputy Honea was 
with them near the front residence. 


The plan was for Deputy Gonzalez and the other deputies near Deputy Gonzalez 
on the east of the driveway to provide cover for Deputy Honea as he moved to a 
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better position. Deputy Honea said the distance between the parked vehicle and 
the wall of the front residence was approximately five feet. The opening was 
narrow. Deputy Honea decided it was advantageous to cross the distance 
quickly at close range than to extend himself all the way to the back of the 
driveway and be in Suspect Arreola’s line of sight for a long period. Deputy 
Honea stated the driveway widened toward the northern portion of the property. 
Deputy Honea believed the further north he retreated; it would allow Suspect 
Arreola to have an easy target of him. 


Deputy Honea looked toward the area where he last saw Suspect Arreola before 
he started to retreat. Deputy Honea saw Suspect Arreola’s hand come up from 
around the flowerpot with a gun pointed at him. Deputy Honea fired 
approximately five to six rounds toward Suspect Arreola as he moved toward the 
residence for cover. Deputy Honea estimated he walk seven or eight feet to his 
left then another ten to fifteen feet backward to his new position of cover. 


IAB note: Deputy Honea indicated in his Homicide interview that 
he was approximately 30 feet away from Suspect 
Arreola when he fired his rounds. He had the same 
backdrop as when he fired his first volley. 


Deputy Honea and the other deputies gave Suspect Arreola orders to drop the 
gun and to put his hands up. Suspect Arreola replied from behind the flowerpot, 
“fuck you”, “I don’t give a fuck”, “let's do this” and “I’m ready.” The moment the 
deputies called out orders to Suspect Arreola, Suspect Arreola spoke louder and 
screamed at the deputies. 


Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, Chappell, and Corrigan relocated behind the front 
residence of the location which placed them thirty feet away from Suspect 
Arreola. The deputies decided to deploy a rifle because of the distance. While 
the other deputies provided cover for him, Deputy Honea backtracked twenty feet 
out of the driveway from the corner of the residence and retrieved his department 
issued AR15 rifle. Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, Corrigan, and Chappell continued 
to discuss their options and even though they had a rifle, they decided they were 
not in the best position to employ it. They decided to vacate the driveway and 
seek cover behind a patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Chappell moved the black and white Ford Explorer patrol vehicle toward 
the end of the driveway. Deputy Honea assumed it was Deputy Ortiz, but he was 
not sure. Once the patrol vehicle was set up, Deputy Ortiz positioned himself at 
the engine block and told Deputy Honea and the other deputies in the driveway 
to retreat from the driveway as he provided cover for them. Deputy Honea and 
the other deputies safely retreated out of the driveway and took cover behind the 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Chappell used the patrol vehicle's spotlight to illuminate 
the driveway. 
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Deputy Honea stood near the rear passenger side door of the patrol vehicle while 
Deputy Ortiz remained at the front passenger side near the engine block. Deputy 
Honea could not see Suspect Arreola, but he heard Deputy Ortiz gave 
commands to Suspect Arreola. Deputy Honea could not remember the exact 
commands Deputy Ortiz said, however, they were like “drop the gun”, “let me see 
your hands.” Subsequently, Deputy Honea saw Deputy Ortiz fire one round 
toward the driveway. Deputy Ortiz told Deputy Honea he saw Suspect Arreola 
go down. 


With a sense of urgency, Deputies Honea, Gonzalez, Chappell, Ortiz, Corrigan, 
and Ibarra formulated a plan to check on the welfare of Suspect Arreola and the 
occupants of the residences on the property. Each deputy was designated a role 
for the contact team, but Deputy Honea did not remember the specifics. Deputy 
Honea remembered one deputy was assigned the Taser, one had lethal weapon, 
one was designated as hands on, one had the shield, and one was responsible 
for the radio transmission. Sergeant Samuel Gutierrez, ee Sergeant 
Galvez arrived on scene. The sergeants were briefed on the plan to approach 
the residence. Deputy Honea did not remember who briefed the sergeants, but 
he did hear someone tell the sergeants of the tactical plan. 


IAB Note: Though several deputies mentioned there were two 
sergeants on scene, Sergeant Galvez clarified there was 
an incident at South Los Angeles Station which required 
Sergeant Gutierrez to act in the form of the Watch 
Commander. 


One of the deputies retrieved the ballistic shield from the sergeant’s Tahoe, but 
Deputy Honea did not recall which deputy. Soon after, they made their approach 
toward Suspect Arreola. Deputy Honea did not remember which sergeant made 
the approach with the contact team. 


Deputy Honea observed Suspect Arreola laid on his side. Suspect Arreola 
appeared to have been in a squatted position and fell over to his side. Suspect 
Arreola appeared to be deceased. Based on the injuries that were present, 
Deputy Honea believed Suspect Arreola was deceased and no lifesaving 
measures were provided to Suspect Arreola. Deputy Honea did not recall who 
from the contact team checked on the status of the occupants of the front and 
rear residence. All the residents confirmed they were not injured; therefore, the 
contact team focused on preserving the scene. 


Deputy Honea observed two firearms in the flowerpot next to Suspect Arreola’s 


body. On the ground, directly behind the flowerpot, was a spring that Deputy 
Honea believed went inside of an ammunition magazine. 
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Los Angeles County Fire Department personnel arrived and were immediately 
escorted back to Suspect Arreola. Suspect Arreola was pronounced deceased 
by Paramedic Bailey. 


DEPUTY DANIEL GONZALEZ 


On April 19, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Gonzalez at the IAB 
office in the city of Commerce. Deputy Gonzalez was represented by Attorney 
Bill Hadden. 


On December 19, 2020, Deputy Gonzalez was assigned as Unit 31D / PM shift 
with his partner, Deputy Kevin Honea. Deputy Gonzalez was the passenger. 


Deputies Gonzalez and Honea received a call for service regarding an assault 
with a deadly weapon, shooting call. The location of the call was on 104" Street 
and Firmona Avenue in the city of Lennox. The narrative in the call stated two 
male Hispanic adults had been struck by gunfire. While Deputies Gonzalez and 
Honea were enroute to the call, they received an update from South Los Angeles 
Station dispatch personnel over L-Tac radio frequency that one of the individuals 
who had been shot was holding a firearm. 


Deputy Gonzalez used the L-Tac radio frequency to coordinate responding units 
to respond from the east of 104'" Street and Firmona Avenue and canvas the 
area for persons involved in the shooting. Deputy Gonzalez saw a group of 
people on 104" Street just west of Hawthorne Boulevard who were pointed 
toward the west. 


Deputies Gonzalez and Honea drove west on 104" Street until they reached 
Firmona Avenue which was approximately three or four blocks west of where 
Deputy Gonzalez saw the crowd. Deputy Gonzalez did not see anything unusual 
at 104" Street and Firmona Avenue so he and Deputy Honea turned around and 
drove east on 104" Street toward the crowd they saw earlier. 


Deputies Gonzalez and Honea exited their patrol vehicle. Deputy Honea 
approached the residence that people in the crowd pointed out. The people in 
the crowd spoke Spanish. Deputy Gonzalez contacted the crowd to gather 
further information. Before Deputy Gonzalez could gather information, Deputy 
Honea called for him and stated there was someone with a gun in the driveway 
he was standing in front of. 


Deputy Gonzalez ran approximately 40 feet toward the residence. He saw 
Deputy Honea in the driveway with his firearm pointed downrange toward the 
south. Deputy Gonzalez did not want to leave Deputy Honea by himself, 
therefore, he walked down the driveway as well. At approximately six feet into 
the driveway, Deputy Gonzalez saw a male Suspect Arreola deep down the 
driveway. Suspect Arreola was kneeled behind a wide flowerpot that was on the 
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southwest corner of the residence. There was a parked vehicle to the left of 
Suspect Arreola. The driveway was approximately 20 -25 feet long and it was 
dark outside, so Deputy Gonzalez used his mounted light on his firearm to 
illuminate the area around Suspect Arreola. Suspect Arreola faced Deputies 
Gonzalez and Honea as he held a firearm. 


Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect Arreola point the firearm downrange toward him 
and Deputy Honea. Suspect Arreola waved the firearm up and down as he said, 
“Come on motherfuckers! Let's do this. I'm ready to do this. Let's fucking go!” 
Suspect Arreola appeared agitated and angry. Deputy Gonzalez felt Suspect 
Arreola was in a mental state where he and Deputy Honea could not reason with 
Suspect Arreola. Deputy Gonzalez pleaded with Suspect Arreola to drop the 
firearm. Deputy Gonzalez told Suspect Arreola he wanted to help him; however, 
Suspect Arreola continued to yell profanities at the deputies. 


Deputy Honea was positioned approximately eight feet to the right of Deputy 
Gonzalez. Deputy Honea used a parked vehicle in the driveway as cover. 
Deputy Gonzalez positioned himself on the northwest corner of the residence, 
turned his body toward Suspect Arreola. The position gave him a better tactical 
advantage from Suspect Arreola. Deputy Gonzalez was concerned about the 
position Deputy Honea was in because of Suspect Arreola’s position. Deputy 
Gonzalez thought Suspect Arreola was going to have to drop his firearm or 
Deputy Gonzalez would have to shoot Suspect Arreola. 


Deputy Gonzalez heard Deputy Honea put out radio traffic that they were 
detaining a man with a gun. Deputies Chappell and Ortiz arrived on scene and 
positioned himself beside Deputy Gonzalez. Deputy Ortiz advised the deputies 
on scene that he would handle the radio traffic. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Gonzalez heard a loud noise and believed he saw a puff of smoke from 
downrange where Suspect Arreola was positioned. Deputy Gonzalez believed 
Suspect Arreola had fired his weapon at them, so Deputy Gonzalez attempted to 
stop the threat and returned gunfire. 


From approximately 25 feet, Deputy Gonzalez used the red dot sights on his duty 
firearm and fired a controlled volley of five rounds at Suspect Arreola. Deputies 
Chappell and Honea also fired their duty weapons at Suspect Arreola. Deputy 
Gonzalez saw Suspect Arreola’s firearm fall out of his hand as his body fell to the 
ground. Deputy Gonzalez took that moment to reassess and afford Suspect 
Arreola the opportunity to surrender. 


Deputy Gonzalez told Deputy Honea he did not like Deputy Honea’s position. 
Deputy Gonzalez wanted Deputy Honea to seek cover at the residence where 
they were. Deputy Honea agreed with Deputy Gonzalez and said he needed to 
move. Deputy Corrigan arrived on scene and stood next to Deputy Gonzalez. 
Approximately ten seconds later, Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect Arreola got back 
up in an upright position and pointed his firearm downrange at him again. 
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Deputy Gonzalez fired five to seven controlled rounds at Suspect Arreola from 
his firearm. Deputy Gonzalez was approximately 25 feet away from Suspect 
Arreola and his backdrop was the rear residence. Deputies Honea, Chappell, 
and Corrigan also fired rounds at Suspect Arreola. The rounds appeared to have 
the desired effect on Suspect Arreola as fell back down. 


The deputies refocused their attention from Suspect Arreola to have Deputy 
Honea move to a better position of cover. They also decided it would be better if 
they all retreated out of the driveway and make their way to a parked patrol 
vehicle which was parked on the street. Deputy Ortiz positioned himself along 
the hood on the passenger side of the patrol vehicle which faced west. He 
provided cover for Deputies Gonzalez, Honea, and Corrigan to safely retreat out 
of the driveway. 


Before Deputy Gonzalez retreated out of the driveway, he conducted a tactical 
reload of his firearm then retreated backward out of the driveway for 
approximately 20 feet. Deputy Gonzalez kept his firearm pointed downrange and 
saw Suspect Arreola’s upper torso was down on the ground. When Deputy 
Gonzalez reached the rear passenger door of the patrol vehicle, he heard one 
gunshot. 


Deputy Gonzalez walked over toward Deputy Ortiz who had his gun pointed 
downrange. Deputy Gonzalez looked downrange and saw Suspect Arreola was 
down again. 


Deputy Gonzalez and the deputies on scene formed a contact team and planned 
to approach Suspect Arreola and the occupants of the rear residence to check on 
their welfare and safety. Sergeant Galvez arrived on scene. Deputy Chappell 
retrieved the ballistic shield from Sergeant Galvez’ vehicle and utilized the 
ballistic shield during their approach. 


The deputies briefed Sergeant Galvez on the plan they had formulated to 
approach the residence. Deputies Gonzalez and Ortiz were assigned to go 
“hands on" if needed with Suspect Arreola. Deputy Chappell was assigned the 
ballistic shield, Deputies Honea and Ibarra were responsible for lethal weapons 
and Deputy Corrigan was responsible for radio communication. Sergeant Galvez 
brought up the rear of the contact team. 


When the contact team approached Suspect Arreola, he appeared lifeless to 
Deputy Gonzalez. Suspect Arreola was unresponsive to the deputies. Deputy 
Gonzalez saw blood coming from Suspect Arreola’s head and torso and it 
appeared to Deputy Gonzalez that Suspect Arreola had sustained gunshot 
wounds. Deputy Gonzalez also saw two black semiautomatic firearms lying 
inside the flowerpot Suspect Arreola was hiding behind. Deputy Gonzalez did 
not render aid to Suspect Arreola; however, Deputy Gonzalez was sure Los 
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Angeles County Fire Department personnel responded to the scene to assess 
Suspect Arreola’s condition. 


Deputy Gonzalez conducted a door knock on the rear residence to check on the 
welfare of anyone who may have been in the residence. Witness 

was in the residence and told Deputy Gonzalez he had not been 
struck by gunfire. Deputy Gonzalez physically checked Witness and 
confirmed he was not injured. Deputy Gonzalez moved Witness| to 
the front residence so he could be with his family. 


After he moved Witness MEM Ocputy Gonzalez walked out to the street. 
He did not have any further involvement with the crime scene. 


DEPUTY ERIC CHAPPELL 


On April 19, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Chappell at the IAB 
office in the city of Commerce. Deputy Chappell was represented by Attorney 
Bill Hadden. 


On December 19, 2020, Deputy Chappell was assigned as Unit 31 / PM shift with 
Deputy Jorge Ortiz. Deputy Chappell was the driver. 


Deputies Chappell and Ortiz were assigned to a call for service of two people 
involved in an assault with a deadly weapon. The call was updated over L-Tac 
radio frequency and advised the responding deputies that one or both individuals 
may have been hit by gunfire. 


South Los Angeles Station dispatch personnel broadcasted several locations of 
where the individuals were reportedly seen. The general area where the 
deputies were enroute to was off 104" Street between Hawthorne Boulevard and 
Grevillea Avenue. At one point, Deputy Chappell heard updated information from 
South Los Angeles Station dispatch personnel that a victim may be at 104" 
Street and Firmona Avenue. 


Deputy Chappell drove toward 104'" Street and Firmona Avenue. He saw 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez stopped at 104" Steet and Burin Avenue. Deputy 
Chappell continued westbound on 104" Street to Firmona Avenue. When 
Deputy Chappell arrived at 104" Street and Firmona Avenue, he did not see any 
activity; however, there were several bystanders near 104" Street and Burin 
Avenue. Deputy Chappell turned around and drove back eastbound on 104" 
Street toward Burin Avenue. 


When Deputy Chappell drove toward Burin Avenue, he heard Deputy Honea 
transmit emergent radio traffic on the radio and stated he was detaining a man 
with a firearm at gunpoint at 104" Street and Burin Avenue. Upon their arrival, 
he saw Deputies Honea and Gonzalez’ patrol vehicle was near a driveway close 
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to 104" Street and Burin Avenue. Deputy Chappell parked his patrol vehicle, 
exited his vehicle, and looked for Deputies Honea and Gonzalez. 


Deputy Chappell looked down the driveway of a residence on 104" Street from 
the south side of the street, east of Burin Avenue. Deputy Chappell saw 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez halfway down the driveway with their firearms 
pointed south down the driveway. 


Deputy Chappell described the location as a residential property with two single 
level homes. The driveway appeared to be three or four vehicle lengths long and 
tan along the west side of the property. There was a carport at the end of the 
driveway with a vehicle parked in the driveway. There was also a two-to-three- 
foot flowerpot with a small tree in it. 


Deputy Chappell walked along the east side of the driveway and took cover at an 
indent of the wall of the front residence. Deputies Gonzalez and Honea were in 
front of Deputy Chappell approximately one to two feet to his right. From Deputy 
Chappell's view, it appeared as if Deputies Honea and Gonzalez used the parked 
vehicle for cover. 


Deputy Chappell heard commands given to Suspect Arreola “Show me your 
hands” by either Deputies Honea and/or Gonzalez. Deputy Chappell could not 
see Suspect Arreola from his position. Deputy Chappell asked for the location of 
Suspect Arreola and Deputy Honea told him Suspect Arreola was behind the 
parked vehicle. 


Deputy Chappell was frustrated because he could not see Suspect Arreola. 
Deputy Chappell was concerned Suspect Arreola would circle around and shoot 
at them. He was worried Suspect Arreola had already shot at someone else or 
even at Deputy Honea. 


Deputy Chappell stated it was hard to see down the driveway due to the low light 
conditions and there was a lot of items in area in front of the parked car in the 
driveway. At end of the driveway was a rear house, so Deputy Chappell 
assumed Suspect Arreola was somewhere in that area. Deputies Chappell, 
Honea and Gonzalez used their mounted lights on their firearm to illuminate the 
area downrange. 


Deputy Chappell thought about getting himself and his partners out of the 
driveway. Before he could act on his thought, Deputy Chappell saw Suspect 
Arreola moved into his view downrange next to a parked vehicle. Suspect 
Arreola took cover behind a large flowerpot and the front bumper of a vehicle so 
when he revealed himself, Deputy Chappell only saw Suspect Arreola’s upper 
torso. 
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Suspect Arreola held a firearm in his right hand and pointed the firearm in the 
direction of Deputy Chappell. Deputy Chappell heard a gunshot and saw a puff 
of smoke come from the direction he last saw Suspect Arreola. Deputy Chappell 
hought Suspect Arreola had shot at him. 


Deputy Chappell heard Deputies Gonzalez and Honea fired rounds toward 
Suspect Arreola. Deputy Chappell also fired approximately six or seven rounds 
in quick succession at Suspect Arreola until he no longer saw Suspect Arreola. 
Deputy Chappell was approximately 20 — 30 feet away from Suspect Arreola and 
his backdrop was the crawlspace of the rear residence. 


Deputy Chappell reassessed the scene and he was no longer able to see 
Suspect Arreola. Deputy Chappell asked his partners if they were injured. 
Deputy Chappell recalled Deputies Honea and Gonzalez asked if anyone was 
hit. None of the deputies were injured. 


Deputies Chappell, Honea and Gonzalez discussed a plan to retreat out of the 
driveway. Deputy Chappell felt he had a better position of cover so he told 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez he would hold and cover them while they 
retreated out of the driveway. After Deputies Honea and Gonzalez were safely 
on the street, they could cover for Deputy Chappell as he retreated. Deputy 
Chappell heard Deputy Ortiz on the radio during the shooting, but he could not 
remember what Deputy Ortiz said. 


Before Deputies Gonzalez or Honea could retreat out of the driveway, Deputy 
Chappell, who’s attention remained focused on the area he had last seen 
Suspect Arreola, saw Suspect Arreola returned into view with his right hand out 
again. Deputy Chappell said Suspect Arreola was in a one-handed firing stance. 
Deputy Chappell noticed Suspect Arreola returned into view with his hand 
outstretched. Deputy Chappell fired ten rounds at Suspect Arreola. Deputy 
Chappell thought since Suspect Arreola had already shot at him once and 
continued to yell at the deputies, Suspect Arreola did not appear to have intent to 
surrender. Deputy Chappell estimated he was 20 - 30 feet away from Suspect 
Arreola and his backdrop was still the crawlspace of the rear residence. 


Deputy Chappell fired rounds at Suspect Arreola and noticed blood emitting from 
Suspect Arreola’s arm. Deputy Chappell paused for a second because the 
smoke from his firearm and the muzzle flashes clouded his view. Once his view 
was cleared, Deputy Chappell saw Suspect Arreola had his arm outstretched 
toward Deputy Chappell. Deputy Chappell fired a third volley of rounds at 
Suspect Arreola from the same distance and with the same backdrop as his first 
two volleys. Between the second and third volley, Deputy Chappell fired ten 
rounds. Deputy Chappell’s ammunition magazine went empty, and he had to 
reload with a fresh magazine. Deputy Chappell noticed Deputy Gonzalez fired 
rounds at Suspect Arreola while in the kneeled position. 
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Suspect Arreola ducked out of view again. As Deputies Honea and Gonzalez 
moved out the driveway, Deputy Chappell heard someone tell him they would 
cover him so he could move out of the driveway as well. Deputy Chappell went 
to a patrol vehicle on 104" Street and repositioned the patro! vehicle at the 
mouth of the driveway facing westbound. Deputy Chappell used the vehicle's 
spotlight to illuminate the driveway. Deputy Chappell exited the patrol vehicle on 
the driver's side and went around the back of the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Chappell positioned the passenger side spotlight toward the driveway to 
provide additional illumination. Deputy Ortiz approached Deputy Chappell and 
used the hood of the patrol vehicle for cover. Deputies Chappell, Ortiz, Honea, 
and Gonzalez discussed how they would make their approach toward Suspect 
Arreola and to check on the welfare and safety of the occupants of the residence. 


While they discussed a tactical plan, Deputy Chappell noticed Suspect Arreola 
appeared out in front of a parked vehicle in the driveway. Suspect Arreola lifted 
his left hand in front of his face, and when Suspect Arreola started to move his 
other hand, Deputy Chappell heard on single gunshot fired by Deputy Ortiz. 
Deputy Chappell noticed Suspect Arreola fell to the ground, and he did not get 
back up. 


Sergeant Galvez arrived on scene and was immediately briefed of the situation. 
Deputies Chappell, Honea, Gonzalez, Ortiz, and Sergeant Galvez discussed the 
plan for the formation of the contact team. The ballistic shield was retrieved from 
Sergeants Galvez ‘vehicle. Deputy Chappell did not remember each individual 
assignment, but he was assigned the ballistic shield. 

The contact team made their approach to contact Suspect Arreola. Deputy 
Chappell did not remember if Sergeant Galvez made the approach with the 
contact team. Deputy Chappell saw Suspect Arreola on the ground. Suspect 
Arreola had multiple gunshot wounds and there was blood emitting from his 
body. Deputy Chappell saw two firearms and firearms parts near Suspect 
Arreola. 


As one of the deputies watched over Suspect Arreola’s body, Deputy Chappell 
moved forward to the rear residence. Deputy Chappell saw wires ai 
and confirmed he was not injured. 

DEPUTY BLAKE CORRIGAN 

On April 19, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Corrigan at the IAB 
office in the city of Commerce. Deputy Rojas was represented by Attorney Bill 
Hadden. 


On December 19, 2020, Deputy Corrigan was assigned as Unit 31B / PM shift 
with Deputy Ibarra. Deputy Corrigan was the passenger. 
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Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra responded to a call regarding an assault with a 
deadly weapon, gunshot victim near 104" Street and Firmona Avenue in the city 
of Lennox. They received an update via station dispatch personnel that the 
location was on 104" Street and Burin Avenue. A further update indicated one 
male Hispanic was lying on the street with a firearm in his hand. 


The handling unit instructed the responding units to check the vicinity to locate 
the person who was shot. Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra responded with lights 
and siren to the location in the call. 


Upon arrival near 104" Street and Burin Avenue, Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra 
passed Deputies Honea and Gonzalez who talked to a group of people. When 
Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra arrived at the intersection of 104" Street and Burin 


Avenue, Deputy Corrigan looked northbound on Burin Avenue and saw a person, 
later identified -s a inc on the ground. 


When Deputy Corrigan exited his patrol vehicle and ran to the person on the 
ground, he saw a male Hispanic with a firearm in his left hand. Deputy Corrigan 
used his flashlight to illuminate leyes but there was no reaction 
to the light, and as not breathing. 


Deputy Corrigan attempted to use his handheld radio to provide updated 
information when another unit requested the duplex patch radio frequency and 
broadcasted emergent radio traffic, they detained an armed assault with a deadly 
weapon suspect a ic was approximately 20 yards 
southeast from Deputy Corrigan. 


Deputy Ibarra was near Deputy Corrigan when the emergent radio traffic was 
broadcasted. Deputy Corrigan told Deputy Ibarra he would hold the scene where 
the gunshot victim was located because they did not know how many units were 
present at the location where the person with a gun was being detained. Deputy 
Ibarra left Deputy Corrigan and responded to the detention of the suspect. 


A few seconds after the broadcast, Deputy Corrigan heard either a gunshot or 
multiple gunshots and a scream that sounded like a male voice coming from the 
direction of his partners. Deputy Corrigan thought someone was shot and did not 
know if it was Deputy Ibarra or one of his other partners, so he left the gunshot 
victim and ran to help his partners. 


When Deputy Corrigan arrived e N saw Deputies 


Gonzalez and Honea in the driveway facing south with their firearms pointed 
south. Deputy Corrigan formed the opinion Suspect Arreola was further south 
down the driveway. Deputy Corrigan looked down the driveway and 
approximately 10 to 15 yards from where he was standing, he saw Suspect 
Arreola in dark clothing crawling around behind a large concrete vase in front of a 
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vehicle. The vase was large enough to hide a person the same size as Deputy 
Corrigan. Deputy Corrigan assumed Suspect Arreola was armed. 

Deputy Corrigan indicated the property faced north, and the driveway ran north 
and south. The front residence was on the east side of the driveway. There was 
a vehicle in the driveway and Deputy Honea had positioned himself behind that 
vehicle. The driveway appeared to be illuminated well by some sort of sensor 
type lighting. The pathway leading up to the vase was two feet wide. There was 
a second residence on the property that blocked the end of the driveway. 


Deputy Corrigan positioned himself on the northwest corner of the residence. 
Deputies Gonzalez and Chappell were also on the same side of the residence as 
Deputy Corrigan. Deputy Gonzalez was in the kneeled position while Deputy 
Corrigan stood immediately to his right with Deputy Corrigan’s hand on Deputy 
Gonzalez’ shoulder. All three deputies had their firearms pointed south down the 
driveway. Deputy Corrigan’s immediate backdrop was a concrete wall. 


Deputy Corrigan was closest to Deputy Honea, approximately three to five yards 
to the left of Deputy Honea. However, Deputy Honea was not in a good position 
behind a parked vehicle in the driveway. Deputies Corrigan and Gonzalez told 
Deputy Honea they would cover him so he could move to a better position. The 
plan was for Deputy Honea to position himself behind Deputies Corrigan and 
Gonzalez. 


Deputy Corrigan had been in the driveway for approximately five seconds when 
he looked back down the driveway and saw Suspect Arreola got up onto his 
knees and faced Deputy Corrigan. Suspect Arreola placed his arm on the vase 
and pointed a black firearm at Deputy Corrigan. Deputy Corrigan could only see 
approximately 15 percent of Suspect Arreola’s body and could not remember 
which arm Suspect Arreola used to hold the firearm. 


Deputy Corrigan thought if he did not fire first, Suspect Arreola was going to kill 
him. Deputy Corrigan fired a volley of four to five rounds in quick succession at 
Suspect Arreola then stopped to reassess. Deputy Gonzalez also fired rounds at 
Suspect Arreola. During his reassessment, Deputy Corrigan identified Deputy 
Honea’s location then looked back down the driveway to ascertain the location of 
Suspect Arreola. Deputy Corrigan saw Suspect Arreola moved behind the vase, 
but he could not see what Suspect Arreola was doing. 


Deputy Corrigan did not remember which deputy positioned the patrol vehicle to 
the front of the residence, but Deputy Ortiz positioned himself at the engine block 
and provided cover for the deputies to retreat from the driveway. Deputies 
Corrigan and Gonzalez retreated along the east side of the driveway. Deputy 
Corrigan did not remember which way Deputy Honea retreated out of the 
driveway.

After they retreated out of the driveway, Deputy Corrigan saw an Inglewood 
Police Department officer who had responded to the scene. Deputy Corrigan 
asked the officer to respond to the location where the gunshot victim was left in 
the street. Deputy Jackson Hill, E Deputy Cody Sandvig, 

arrived on scene. Deputy Corrigan sent them to relieve the Inglewood Police 
officer. Deputy Corrigan estimated one minute had passed from the time he left 
the gunshot victim alone in the street until he retreated out of the driveway and 
sent the Inglewood Police officer to the location of the victim on the street. 


As Deputy Corrigan moved around the patrol vehicle which was placed at the 
driveway of the residence to seek cover, he heard one gunshot. Deputy Corrigan 
and the other deputies took cover at the trunk of the patro! vehicle then 
communicated with each other regarding the gunshot. Deputy Corrigan was told 
Deputy Ortiz had fired the round toward Suspect Arreola. Deputy Corrigan 
looked down the driveway toward the last location he saw Suspect Arreola and 
confirmed Suspect Arreola remained on the ground. 


Deputy Corrigan used his handheld radio to coordinate additional resource to 
respond to his location. Deputy Corrigan told Deputies Gonzalez, Chappell, 
Ortiz, and Ibarra to formulate a plan to render aid to Suspect Arreola. They 
formed a contact team to approach Suspect Arreola and to check the occupants 
of the residence on their welfare and safety. 


Deputy Corrigan could not remember each deputy’s assignment, but they had a 
ballistic shield, less lethal options, lethal option, and someone to make contact. 
Deputy Corrigan was responsible for the radio traffic. Deputy Corrigan did not 
remember which sergeant responded to the scene to provide the ballistic shield 
nor did he remember if the sergeant approached with the contact team. 

The team contacted the front residence and confirmed no one in the residence 
was harmed. The team moved down the driveway until they approached 
Suspect Arreola. Deputy Corrigan already had Los Angeles County Fire 
Department personnel staged to render aid to Suspect Arreola when cleared to 
enter the scene. 


Deputy Corrigan noticed Suspect Arreola leaned to his left and he was not 
moving or breathing. There was blood and what appeared to be brain matter on 
or near Suspect Arreola. Deputy Corrigan noticed two black firearms in the vase 
next to Suspect Arreola. 


Based on the condition of Suspect Arreola, Deputy Corrigan called for the fire 
department personnel to enter the scene and to render aid to Suspect Arreola. 
Deputy Corrigan continued to provide updated information via the radio and 
requested someone set up a command post. 
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DEPUTY JORGE ORTIZ 


On June 3, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Ortiz at the IAB office in 
the city of Commerce. Deputy Ortiz was represented by Attorney Bill Hadden. 


On December 19, 2020, Deputy Ortiz was assigned as Unit 31/PM shift with 
Deputy Chappell. Deputy Ortiz was the passenger. 


Deputies Ortiz and Chappell responded OG = ğ the city of 
regarding an assault with a deadly weapon gunshot victim call for service. 
Deputies Ortiz and Chappell were the handling unit; Deputy Ortiz coordinated the 
response of additional units to canvas the area for any gunshot victims in the 
vicinity. While enroute, Deputy Ortiz received an update from South Los Angeles 
dispatch personnel who advised one of the gunshot victims had a firearm. 


Deputy Chappell drove westbound on 104" Street from Hawthorne Boulevard. 
Deputy Ortiz saw numerous bystanders on the north and south side of 104" 
Street. Some of the bystanders pointed west on 104" Street so Deputies Ortiz 
and Chappell canvassed the area west of Burin Avenue. Deputy Ortiz used the 
patrol vehicle radio and requested the responding units to canvas Burin Avenue 
north of 104" Street. 


Deputy Ortiz was familiar with the general area which is known to be occupied by 
Lennox 13 gang members. When the call was updated and advised that one of 
the victims had a firearm, Deputy Ortiz’s mindset changed to a heightened 
awareness to the possibility that a shooting exchange occurred. 


While they canvassed the area, Deputy Ortiz heard SCC request units to 
respond to [ Deputies Honea or Gonzalez were at that 
address and advised they had located a suspect. Deputies Ortiz and Chappell 
responded to the location and parked their patrol vehicle west of the residence. 


Deputies Ortiz and Chappell exited the patrol vehicle and approached the 
driveway of the residence. When he arrived at the driveway, Deputy Ortiz saw 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez at the mouth of the driveway facing south. 
Deputies Honea and Gonzalez pointed their firearms toward the end of the 
driveway. Deputy Chappell joined Deputies Honea and Gonzalez in the 
driveway. Deputy Ortiz did not hear anyone speak nor did he see Suspect 
Arreola. Deputy Ortiz immediately thought his partners needed to come out of 
the driveway, as they did not have good cover. 


Deputy Ortiz described the property as a duplex. There was a front yard and a 
long driveway west of the yard. The driveway was approximately 40 feet long 
where three cars could fit in the space. A vehicle was parked facing south at the 
end of the driveway. Deputies Honea and Gonzalez were approximately 15-20 
feet away from the parked vehicle. Deputy Ortiz said it was dark outside and the 
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lighting conditions on the property was poor, but he was able to see what was in 
front of him. Deputy Ortiz also identified the make of the vehicle that was parked 
in the driveway. 


Deputy Ortiz saw Deputies Honea and Gonzalez standing side by side with 
Deputy Honea standing along the west side of the driveway. Deputy Ortiz 
vaguely remembered that Deputy Chappell positioned himself in between the two 
deputies. 


Deputy Honea advised Deputies Ortiz and Chappell there was a suspect with a 
firearm in the rear of the property behind the vehicle. The parked vehicle faced 
south in the driveway; this would have technically placed the suspect at the front 
end of the vehicle. Deputy Ortiz remembered Deputy Honea was offset to the 
house that he used as cover. Deputies Gonzalez and Chappell appeared to use 
the parked vehicle in the driveway as cover. 


IAB Note: Deputy Ortiz remembered the position of Deputies 
Honea, Gonzalez and Chappell one way however, 
Deputy Honea was positioned behind the parked vehicle 
while Deputies Gonzalez and Chappell were offset using 
the house as cover. 


Deputies Gonzalez, Chappell and Honea occupied the entire space of the 
driveway, Deputy Ortiz decided he would offset to the west of the driveway on 
the sidewalk and handle radio communications. 


From 40 feet away, Deputy Ortiz saw Suspect Arreola standing behind the front 
end of the parked vehicle, then Suspect Arreola squatted down. Deputy Ortiz did 
not see a firearm in Suspect Arreola’s hand at that time. He could not tell if 
Suspect Arreola had any injuries. 


Deputy Ortiz used his handheld radio to request clearance to transmit emergent 
radio traffic. SCC cleared the radio frequency and Deputy Ortiz advised SCC the 
deputies on scene had detained a suspect at gunpoint. Deputy Ortiz articulated 
the address of [MM then he heard gunshots. The gunshots 
rang out within seconds of Deputy Ortiz putting out radio traffic. Deputy Ortiz 
said the moment he arrived at the location, everything evolved rapidly. 


Deputy Ortiz initially heard one gunshot then he heard a volley of gunshots 
almost immediately after. Deputy Ortiz did not know where the initial single 
gunshot originated from, but he saw the ensuing gunshots fired by the deputies 
in the driveway. Deputy Ortiz indicated the volley of gunshots sounded like there 
were controlled fire. When the volley of gunshots ended, it ended as a group. 
Deputy Ortiz updated SCC that a deputy involved shooting occurred. He 
repeated the address where they were and provided the direction the deputies 
faced. 
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Deputy Ortiz dropped down to one knee to make himself a small target and 
continued to broadcast over the radio. He requested the response of LASD Aero 
Bureau. Deputy Chappell yelled out Suspect Arreola had a firearm and had shot 
at them. Seconds later, Deputy Ortiz heard another single gunshot, then he 
heard another volley gunshots. Deputy Ortiz did not know who fired the single 
gunshot the second time, but he knew the deputies fired the second volley. As 
with the first volley of gunshots, it appeared to Deputy Ortiz the fired rounds were 
controlled. When the gunshots ended, they ended as a group. 


While in a kneeled position, Deputy Ortiz was not able to see what all the 
deputies were doing in the driveway. Deputy Ortiz could only see Deputies 
Honea and Chappell. Deputy Ortiz also could not see Suspect Arreola from his 
position. Deputy Ortiz did not know if any of the rounds fired by the deputies hit 
Suspect Arreola. 


There was a lull in the gunfire. Deputy Ortiz yelled at the deputies to back out of 
the driveway. Deputies Honea, Gonzalez and Chappell walked backward out of 
the driveway as Deputy Ortiz provided cover for them. They offset to the east 
and to the west side of the property. Deputy Ibarra stood next to Deputy Ortiz at 
one point; however, Deputy Ortiz did not remember if Deputy Ibarra took a 
position of cover during the gunfight. 


After Deputy Chappell retreated out of the driveway, he positioned one of the 
black and white patrol vehicles, the patrol vehicle faced westbound in the street 
in front of the residence. They used the spotlight on the patrol vehicle to 
illuminate the area where Suspect Arreola was located. Deputy Ortiz took a 
position on the passenger side of the patrol vehicle behind the engine block as 
cover. The position allowed Deputy Ortiz a better view of Suspect Arreola. 


Deputy Ortiz did not remember if Suspect Arreola said anything prior to the 
deputies retreating out of the driveway. Deputy Ortiz remembered Deputies 
Honea, Gonzalez and Chappell talked to each other because they were the ones 
who dealt with the immediate threat. However, Deputy Ortiz did not remember 
what the deputies said. 


Once Deputy Ortiz positioned himself at the engine block of the patrol vehicle. He 
pointed his firearm downrange toward Suspect Arreola. He estimated it had 
been only one and one-half minutes when he arrived at the location and Deputy 
Ortiz thought they needed the assistance of additional units. They needed to 
form a contact team to approach Suspect Arreola. 


Everything evolved rapidly that Deputy Ortiz indicated there was not enough time 
to communicate his thoughts to the deputies on scene. After the deputies made 
sure they all were unharmed, Deputy Corrigan took over radio communications 
and updated SCC with their status. 
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At one point, Deputy Ortiz saw Witness ME n the door from the inside 
of the rear residence close to Suspect Arreola. The deputi itness 

to go back inside and to lock the door. — | 
immediately complied. 


Deputy Ortiz could only see a portion of Suspect Arreola’s legs as he laid on the 
ground behind the vehicle. In Deputy Ortiz’ backdrop was the door to the rear 
residence, a window of the rear house and the side of the front residence. In 
Deputy Ortiz’ foreground was and open driveway with a parked vehicle to the far 
south end of the driveway near Suspect Arreola. Deputy Ortiz noticed Suspect 
Arreola moved again. Deputy Ortiz told his partners Suspect Arreola started to 
get back up. 


Suspect Arreola got up on his knees, Deputy Ortiz utilized the red dot scope on 
his firearm and aimed at Suspect Arreola. Deputy Ortiz ordered Suspect Arreola 
to get on the ground. Suspect Arreola’s left arm was up in the air as if he 
attempted balance himself. The other deputies told Deputy Ortiz they could not 
see Suspect Arreola. Once Suspect Arreola was on both knees, Deputy Ortiz 
saw Suspect Arreola moved his right hand toward his side. Deputy Ortiz could 
not see Suspect Arreola’s side. Suspect Arreola pointed a firearm toward Deputy 
Ortiz. Fearing for his life, Deputy Ortiz fired one round at Suspect Arreola so he 
would not get shot. Suspect Arreola immediately collapsed. Deputy Ortiz was 
approximately 40 feet away from Suspect Arreola when he fired his one round 
and his backdrop was the door to the rear residence, a window of the rear house 
and the side of the front residence. 


Deputy Ortiz waited a few seconds to see if Suspect Arreola moved again. 
Deputy Ortiz told his partners Suspect Arreola was down and did not move. After 
approximately 30-40 seconds, the deputies on scene developed a contact team. 
The contact team consisted of Deputies Chappell, Gonzalez, Honea, Ibarra, 
Corrigan, and Ortiz. 


Each deputy self-assigned their roles until all positions were covered. Someone 
was responsible for radio communication, another had less lethal and whoever 
was in front of the contact team behind the ballistic shield would have lethal 
cover. Deputy Ortiz was responsible to go hands on with Suspect Arreola. 
Sergeant Galvez arrived on scene either simultaneous to the moment or right 
after the moment the deputies formed the contact team. A deputy retrieved the 
ballistic shield from Sergeant Galvez’ Tahoe, and Sergeant Galvez was briefed 
on the plan they formulated to contact Suspect Arreola. 


The contact team approached Suspect Arreola and saw he was appeared 
deceased. Deputy Ortiz noticed brain matter emitted out of Suspect Arreola and 
blood was everywhere. Suspect Arreola was not moving or breathing. Deputy 
Ortiz did not recall seeing anyone on the contact team physically check Suspect 
Arreola to see if he was alive. 
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Deputy Ortiz saw a firearm in the flowerpot next to Suspect Arreola’s body. 
There was another firearm on the ground next to Suspect Arreola’s body. 
Deputy Ortiz also saw a broken magazine to a firearm on the ground. 


The contact team conducted door knocks on the occupants of the front and rear 
residences. The deputies check on their welfare and found they were uninjured. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 
DEPUTY MANUEL IBARRA 


On June 3, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Ibarra at the IAB office in 
the city of Commerce. Deputy Ibarra was represented by Attorney Christopher 
Kucharski. 


On December 19, 2020, Deputy Ibarra was assigned as Unit 31B / PM shift with 
Deputy Corrigan. Deputy Ibarra was the driver. 


Deputies Ibarra and Corrigan responded to a call for service regarding an assault 
with a deadly weapon gunshot victim who was down. The handling unit 
coordinated the call. Deputy Ibarra drove westbound on 104" Street from 
Hawthorne Boulevard. Deputy Ibarra remembered seeing two deputies walking 
eastbound on 104" Street between Hawthorne Boulevard and Burin Avenue. At 
the time of the IAB interview, Deputy Ibarra could only identify Deputy Chappell 
as one of the deputies he saw walking. 


Deputies Ibarra and Corrigan located a gunshot victim lying face up in the street 
on Burin Avenue north of 104" Street. The gunshot victim was holding a firearm 
and appeared to be injured. Deputy Ibarra said the gunshot victim mumbled 
words; however, he was unable to understand what he said. Deputy Ibarra or 
Deputy Corrigan used the radio to notify responding units they had located one 
person down. They also requested Fire Department personnel to respond to the 
location. 


Seconds later, Deputy Ibarra heard a South Los Angeles patrol unit use his radio 
to request additional units respond to an address on 104" Street. The unit said 
they were detaining a person with a firearm and provided the address. Deputy 
Ibarra did remember the address. Deputy Ibarra told Deputy Corrigan to stay 
with the victim on Burin Avenue and Deputy Ibarra used his handheld radio to 
advise South Los Angeles dispatch personnel he was seconds away from the 
requested response location. It took Deputy Ibarra five to ten seconds to arrive 
at the address which was approximately 30 yards southeast of where they found 
the person down. 


When Deputy Ibarra arrived at | saw a long driveway 
measuring approximately 30 to 40 yards in length. There was a vehicle parked in 
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the far south end of the driveway. Deputy Honea was on the west side of the 
driveway standing behind the rear passenger side bumper of the parked vehicle. 
Deputy Gonzalez was positioned at the rear driver's side bumper of the parked 
vehicle. Deputy Chappell took cover along the wall of house east of the 
driveway. 


All three deputies detained Suspect Arreola at gunpoint and gave him 
commands. Deputy Ibarra was not sure what commands were given. Deputy 
Ibarra could not see Suspect Arreola, but he heard Suspect Arreola say 
something to the deputies. Deputy Ibarra described Suspect Arreola’s speaking 
tone as loud and hostile. Deputy Ibarra did not remember what Suspect Arreola 
said. 


After approximately five seconds of looking down the driveway, Deputy Ibarra 
took a position west of the driveway behind a wooden fence. Deputy Ibarra 
heard the deputies in the driveway gave commands to Suspect Arreola. Deputy 
Ibarra did not remember what the commands were. 


Seconds later, Deputy Ortiz arrived on scene and stood to the left of Deputy 
Ibarra. Deputy Ibarra told Deputy Ortiz they needed to request clearance for 
emergent radio traffic. Deputy Ortiz said he would be responsible for radio 
communications. 


As Deputy Ortiz communicated with SCC via his handheld radio, Deputy Ibarra 
walked further west of the location then he heard approximately 15 to 25 
gunshots. Deputy Ortiz broadcasted a deputy was involved in a shooting over 
the radio. 


Deputy Ibarra focused his attention on a role of public safety to ensure the 10 to 
20 civilians standing near the intersection of Burin Avenue and 104" Street did 
not walk toward the scene of shooting. He also had concerns there may be 
additional suspects in the area. Deputy Ibarra visually scanned his immediate 
area to maintain a visual on the civilians and a visual of his partners. 


After the volley of gunshots, Deputy Ibarra heard the deputies in the driveway 
ask for someone to cover them. Deputy Ibarra knelt behind the wooden fence 
west of the driveway, took out his firearm, and pointed it downrange. Deputy 
Ibarra told the deputies in the driveway he would cover them and to start 
stepping back. 


Deputy Ibarra heard one of the deputies ask if anyone had a rifle. Deputy Ibarra 
advised he had a rifle and told the deputies to “hang tight.” Deputy Ibarra 
retrieved his rifle, loaded the rifle, and returned to his previous position at the 
wooden fence. Deputy Ibarra told the deputies he was in position and provided 
cover for them to retreat out of the driveway. 
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Deputy Ibarra did not recall which deputy brought a patrol vehicle to the 
residence (black and white Ford Explorer) and positioned it a few feet from the 
driveway. Once the patrol vehicle was in place all the deputies retreated out of 
the driveway. 


As the deputies retreated out of the driveway, Deputy Ibarra heard one gunshot. 
Deputy Ibarra asked who was shooting. Deputy Ibarra pointed downrange with 
the rifle; however, he could not see Suspect Arreola, nor did he see a muzzle 
flash. 


One of the deputies behind Deputy Ibarra advised him the round was fired by 
one of the deputies, but Deputy Ibarra did not know which deputy fired the single 
gunshot. After hearing the round came from one of the deputies, Deputy Ibarra 
stood up and took cover behind the patrol vehicle on the passenger side. Deputy 
Ortiz was also positioned in the same area as he pointed his firearm south bound 
down the driveway toward Suspect Arreola. Deputy Corrigan joined the deputies 
at the patrol vehicle and took responsibility of the radio traffic. Deputy Ibarra 
heard Deputy Corrigan requested additional units to their location. 


The deputies on scene decided they needed to get a ballistic shield and to 
approach the residences on the property to ascertain if anyone was injured. 
Deputies Ibarra, Ortiz, Chappell, Honea, and Gonzalez formulated a plan to 
approach the house. Deputy Ibarra does not remember which sergeant arrived 
on scene, but they retrieved a ballistic shield out of the sergeant vehicle. Deputy 
Ibarra did not remember anyone else’s assignment on the team, but his own. He 
was assigned the rifle. 


Deputy Ibarra said one to two minutes after the last round was fired, the team 
walked to the end of the driveway. Deputy Ibarra saw Suspect Arreola lying near 
the front driver's side of the parked vehicle. Deputy Ibarra saw blood near 
Suspect Arreola, and he was not moving. Deputy Ibarra did not see any of his 
partner's physically checked to ascertain if Suspect Arreola was alive. The 
contact team’s main concern was to ascertain if anyone was injured inside the 
residences. 


Deputy Ibarra contacted Witness ct the rear residence and asked if 
anyone in the residence was injured. Witness [EEE said he was okay. 
Deputy Ibarra was unaware if there was anyone present in the front house. 


Deputy Ibarra did not know the status or whereabouts of the gunshot victim he 
originally discovered at Burin Avenue and 104" Street. Deputy Ibarra did not 
know if the firearm the victim had in his possession was secured. Deputy Ibarra 
did not know if the victim received medical attention. Deputy Ibarra said after he 
responded to the location where the deputy involved shooting occurred, he did 
not see the victim again. Deputy Ibarra did not speak with Deputy Corrigan 
about the status of the victim nor the firearm the victim had in his possession. 
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SERGEANT JUAN GALVEZ 


On June 21, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Sergeant Galvez at the IAB 
office in the city of Commerce. Sergeant Galvez was represented by Attorney 
Elizabeth Gibbons. 


On December 19, 2020, Sergeant Galvez was assigned as the Field Sergeant, 
Unit 30S / PM shift. 


Sergeant Galvez was at the South Los Angeles station when he heard Deputy 
Honea on the radio. Deputy Honea broadcasted he was holding an assault with 
a deadly weapon suspect at gunpoint at io ibaa Sergeant Galvez 
responded to Deputy Honea’s location because it was a high-risk situation. 


While enroute to Deputy Honea's location, Sergeant Galvez heard Deputy Ortiz 
broadcast emergent radio traffic that a deputy involved shooting had occurred. 
Sergeant Galvez heard seven or eight gunshots in the background during Deputy 
Ortiz’s broadcast and immediately upgraded his response to “Code 3.” Sergeant 
Galvez advised SCC that he responded to the location from Imperial Highway 
and Van Ness Avenue. 


It took Sergeant Galvez approximately six minutes to arrive at Hawthorne 
Boulevard and 104" Street. While enroute, Sergeant Galvez heard radio traffic 
which confirmed all the deputies on scene were accounted for. Sergeant Galvez 
saw several Inglewood Police Department officers’ vehicles blocking westbound 
traffic onto 104" Street. Sergeant Galvez parked his patrol vehicle near the 
corner of 104" Street and Hawthorne Boulevard. 


Sergeant Galvez heard Deputy Corrigan over the radio as he coordinated 
additional response to the location. Sergeant Galvez retrieved a ballistic shield 
and a Taser out of his vehicle then walked westbound on 104" Street to the 
scene of the deputy involved shooting. 


Sergeant Galvez wanted to make sure the deputies were not injured, there were 
no outstanding suspects, and none of the residents were injured. Sergeant 
Galvez wanted to ensure there was no more threatening activity so the deputies 
could render assistance to anyone who may have been injured. 


Sergeant Galvez saw deputies standing behind the cover of a black and white 
patrol vehicle (Ford Explorer) parked along the south curb line. The deputies 
faced south toward the residence where the deputy involved shooting occurred. 
There were other deputies who set up at various locations around the immediate 
area. The scene did not appear to be controlled. 


Sergeant Galvez met with the deputies who were at the Ford Explorer. He spoke 
with Deputies Corrigan, Honea, and Chappell who briefed Sergeant Galvez on 
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the location of the involved deputies. Deputy Corrigan also briefed Sergeant 
Galvez on the location of additional deputies on the containment. 


Sergeant Galvez stood by while Deputies Corrigan, Honea, Ortiz, and Chappell 
formulated a plan to clear the residence and render aid to anyone inside who 
may be injured. Sergeant Galvez said the deputies self-assigned their roles 
without his assistance. As other deputies arrived on scene, some were directed 
to hold the scene while the contact team proceeded to clear the residence. He 
passed the shield off to one of the deputies but did not remember which deputy. 
It took approximately one minute for the deputies to formulate the plan. 


Sergeant Galvez worked with the involved deputies for a while, and he had every 
confidence they handled themselves appropriately during this incident. Sergeant 
Galvez said the deputies were very sharp and they held each other accountable 
to whatever task they were assigned. 


Sergeant Galvez made sure the deputies understood the urgency to clear the 
house. The involved deputies were in a state of “shock and awe” after being 
involved in the shooting, so he made sure to direct the deputies along the 
process to secure the scene and to get aid to Suspect Arreola. 


They approached the front house, knocked on the door, identified themselves as 
deputy sheriffs and requested the occupants to step out while the deputies 
cleared the house. Sergeant Galvez remembered four people exited out of the 
house. None of them were injured. The team exited the front residence through 
the rear door. 


Sergeant Galvez saw Suspect Arreola lying motionless on the ground. Sergeant 
Galvez did not remember if he saw blood on or near Suspect Arreola's body nor 
did he remember if Suspect Arreola appeared to be injured. One of the deputies 
maintained observation of Suspect Arreola while another deputy cleared the area 
behind the garage. 


Sergeant Galvez along with the contact team cleared the garage then contacted 


Witness at the rear residence. Sergeant Galvez recalled there was 
also a ith Witness M Witnes: MENN- o the were not 
harmed but they were scared. The deputies directed Witness to join 


the residents in the front using the rear door as not to contaminate the crime 
scene. 


Sergeant Galvez determined the scene was cleared, and paramedics were 
allowed to enter the scene to render aid to Suspect Arreola. Sergeant Galvez 
reconvened with the deputies on 104" Street. 


Sergeant Galvez spoke with several deputies to ascertain who was involved in 
the shooting. Deputies Honea, Corrigan, Gonzalez, Ortiz and Chappell told 
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Sergeant Galvez they were involved in the deputy involved shooting; however, 
none of the deputies reported their use of force to him. Sergeant Galvez 
identified the deputies who were involved in the shooting then gave them time to 
collect their thoughts. Sergeant Galvez advised the deputies they would have to 
give a public safety statement then be transported back to the station. The 
involved deputies were transported back to the station, but Sergeant Galvez was 
not aware of how the transport took place. 


Sergeant Galvez said he was the only supervisor on scene. Sergeant Galvez 
was at the end of the driveway standing by with paramedics for several minutes 
and he did not know if the involved deputies were sequestered. 


Sergeant Galvez saw the Fire Department personnel rendered aid to 
F: he walked back onto 104" Street from the driveway of 
Sergeant Galvez spoke with an Inglewood Police Department sergeant 


Sergeant Galvez reflected on the incident during the interview and remembered 
there was a lot of moving parts on scene. Sergeant Galvez said the shift ran 
short that night and there was a lot to manage with limited resources. Sergeant 
Galvez said he and the deputies did the best they could.

On June 1, 2022, IAB investigators interviewed Witness o ë ë his 


On December 19, 2020, WaS saia he was alone in the rear house 
on the property where the deputy involved shooting occurred. 


Witness did not see Suspect Arreola enter the property. Witness 
did not see Suspect Arreola stretch out his arm and point a firearm at 
the deputies, nor did he see Suspect Arreola with a firearm. What drew his 


attention to the events outside his house on that evening was when he heard 
yelling back and forth between people. 


MES looked out the window and saw Suspect Arreola RAZI 


behind the flowerpot near the front of his Toyota Camry. Witness 

described Suspect Arreola as wearing a dark top and light-colored pants. 
Witness -v several deputies on the property. Some deputies stood 
on the driveway; others were close to the gate. The deputies had their firearms 
pointed at Suspect Arreola. 
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Witness J saw and heard Suspect Arreola yelled and flailed his arms 
around as he argued with the deputies. The deputies told Suspect Arreola to 
“come on” and “put your hands up.” Suspect Arreola was uncooperative and 
would not comply. Suspect Arreola told the deputies “Fuck you.” Witness 

did not see Suspect Arreola holding any weapons. Witness 

sked himself why Suspect Arreola didn’t just run away. Witness 

said at the time of the incident, they did not have a fence at the rear 
portion of their property and Suspect Arreola could have just run out the back 
yard onto Burin Avenue. 


After a few vi | exchanges between Suspect Arreola and the deputies, 
Witness lll ac Suspect Arreola told the deputies, “Shoot me, kill me!” 
Suspect Arreola stood behind the flowerpot then moved one foot to the left of the 
flowerpot close to the parked vehicle. 


Witness a: Suspect Arreola turned his body to the right and reached 

for his waist area as if he was going to pull something out. Witness 

knew that was the moment he needed to move away from the window. Witness 
quickly walked toward his living room away from the area directly 

behind where Suspect Arreola stood. 


Witness M 27c more than 50 gunshots MES aia on the 


floor to avoid being hit by gunfire and waited until he was sure the shooting 
stopped. When the gunshots ceased, Witness got up and peeked out 
of the window and saw Suspect Arreola on the ground. 


After a while, the deputies went to his residence to check on his welfare. 
Witness EEE was not injured. He joined his fin the front residence. 
No one in the front residence sustained any injuries. 


Witness M- < he's lived at the residence for 30 years. He did not know 
Suspect Arreola personally; however, he was aware Suspect Arreola lived a 
couple of blocks west near Grevillea Avenue.

male Hispanic, 008 as the person identified by 
Deputies Corrigan and Ibarra. Los Angeles County Fire Department Engine #18 
personnel responded to the location and provided medical attention for a gunshot 
wound to his left chest. He was transported to Harbor/UCLA General Hospital for 
further treatment under patient Pensei At 2004 hours, he succumbed to 
his injuries and was pronounced deceased by Dr. Jennifer Smith. 
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
